Mrs.  Hunt,  executive  director  of  Coalition  of  Eastern 
Native  Americans,  also  emphasized  the  need  for  Indian 
unity  in  the  Monday  lecture  given  in  the  Varsity  Theater. 

“We  really  have  to  start  standing  together,”  said  Mrs. 
Hunt.  Speaking  as  a  lawyer,  Mrs.  Hunt  discussed  the  legal 
claims  and  rights  of  the  American  Indian. 

“If  one  looks  at  the  treatment  of  Indians  here,  we  find 
that,  indeed,  the  Indian  Claims  Commission  is  very  unique. 
Excluding  Canada,  America’s  the  only  country  that’s 
provided  compensation  for  lands  that  have  been  taken,” 
Mrs.  Hunt  said. 

She  pointed  out,  however,  that  the  means  of 
compensation  has  often  been  unfair  in  various  ways. 

In  reimbursement,  the  government  values  the  particular 
piece  of  land  at  its  original  price  when  taken,  she  said, 
citing  an  example  of  land  worth  only  30  cents  per  acre  in 
the  1800s.  “The  amount  the  tribe  ends  up  with  is  a  very 
small  amount,  and  the  attorneys  have  to  be  paid  as  well,” 
she  said. 


Even  after  the  money  is  granted,  congress  has  to 
appropriate  it,  and  this  takes  up  more  valuable  time,  Mrs. 
Hunt  said.  “In  several  cases,  legislation  has  limited  the 
beneficiaries  to  a  particular  claim,”  she  said. 

Mrs.  Hunt  cited  the  Non-Intercourse  Act  as  a  recent 
major  breakthrough  for  the  American  Indian.  It  has  helped 
to  make  some  of  the  old  treaties,  many  of  which  were 
drawn  up  unfairly ,  null  and  void,  she  said. 

“There  are  about  a  million  of  us.  We  could  be  one  of  the 
strongest  lobby  forces  in  this  country  if  we  worked  it  right. 
It’s  not  going  to  be  my  generation  that’s  going  to  do  it,  but 
you  young  people.  You  are  really  our  only  hope,”  she  said.

Power  cuts  next 
for  Californians? 


SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  —  Northern  Californians,  already 
dry  from  two  years  of  drought,  now  face  the  possibility  of 
power  blackouts  this  summer  because  of  reduced 
hydroelectric  power,  prompting  a  state  energy  official’s  call 
for  a  “shotgun  wedding”  of  major  utilities. 

The  critically  low  level  of  reservoirs— as  low  as  one 
quarter  of  capacity— and  a  snowpack  in  the  Sierras  a  much 
as  50  inches  below  normal  mean  less  water  will  be  available 
to  power  hydroelectric  turbines,  utility  officials  noted 
Monday. 

Robert  Ham,  emergency  planning  director  for  the 
California  Energy  Commission,  said  hydroelectric 
generation  in  Northern  California's  64  plants,  normally 
producing  25  billion  kilowatt  hours  a  year,  is  rapidly 
dwindling. 

For  example,  Ham  said,  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Co.’s 
plants  turned  out  14  billion  kilowatt  hours  in  1975,  when 
snow  runoff  from  the  Sierra  was  good  and  reservoirs  were 
full. 

Last  year,  the  total  plunged  to  8  billion  kilowatt  hours, 
and  Ham  predicted  4.8  billion  kilowatt  hours  or  less  this 
year.  A  100-watt  bulb  burning  for  10  hours  equals  one 
kilowatt  hour. 

PG&E  serves  three  million  customers  in  Northern 
California. 


“We’re  hoping  to  bring  about  a  shutgun  wedding  of  all 
the  major  public  utilities  in  the  state  to  coordinate 
distribution  of  what  power  there  is,”  Ham  said. 

The  “shotgun  wedding”  would  involve  pooling  the 
resources  of  competing  companies  to  shift  power  from  a 
utility  with  a  surplus  to  one  with  a  shortage. 

Ham  said  a  cool  summer  and  voluntary  cutbacks  by 
consumers  would  help  avert  the  possibility  of  rolling 
blackouts,  a  system  of  shutting  off  power  in  preselected 
areas  for  short  periods  of  time. 

Power  interruption  would  mean  loss  of  air  conditioning 
and  other  comforts  to  city  dwellers  and  could  be 
potentially  disastrous  to  farmers  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley. 

Poultry  farmers  need  electricity  around  the  clock  to 
ventilate  chicken  barns,  and  dairy  farmers  need  power  for 
milking  and  cooling  machines.  Crop  farmers  depend  on 
electricity  to  run  irrigation  pumps. 

“Next  to- water,  an  assured  source  of  electric  supply  has 
to  be  our  biggest  concern  right  now,”  said  Jack  King  of  the 
California  Farm  Bureau  Federation. 

Stringent  water  rationing  programs  are  in  effect  in  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  area  countries  of  Marin,  Alameda  and 
Contra  Costa.  Residents  are  being  limited  to  as  little  as  50 
gallons  a  day  a  person.  Other  Californians  are  being  urged 
to  voluntarily  conserve  water. 


Steel  contract  negotiations  begin 
with  wage-price  council  criticism 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-The  steel 
industry  opened  contract  talks  Monday 
with  union  negotiators  accusing  the 
government’s  inflation-fighting  agency 
of  “a  crass  and  unwarranted  attempt  to 
interfere”  with  the  negotiations. 

United  Steelworkers  President  I.W. . 
Abel  questioned  whether  the  Council 
on  Wage  and  Price  Stability  “sees  itself 
as  an  impartial  government  agency  or  as 
the  handmaiden  of  the  steel  industry.’. 

Abel  was  respov  ing  to  a  council 
report,  issued  as  the  steel  talks  began, 
which  war ne^  that  union  demands  for 
lifetime  job  security  programs  could 
prove  counterproductive  and  result  in 
fewer  jobs  over  the  long  run. 
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nine  students  from 
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their  tent  on  the  east  parking  lot  of  the 
Marriott  Center. 

According  to  Nate  Clark, 
Farmington,  sophomore  in  English, 
“Bud  Hydeman  from  the  Social  Office 
came  and  tried  to  make  us  leave  by 
saying  that  the  line  was  not  officially 
sanctioned.” 

Another  student,  Rich  Haddock  from 
Ridgecrest,  Calif.,  freshman  .in 
geological  engineering,  said  Hydeman 
came  about  1 1  p.m.  Thursday  and 
started  a  list  of  those  in  line.  “He  came 
back  an  hour  later  with  Gregg  Wright 
[ASBYU  Social  Office  vice  president] 
and  told  us  Security  didn’t  approve  of 
us  being  in  line.  He  also  said  the  list 
would  be  torn  up  because  it  was 
invalid.” 

Haddock  said  the  students  asked  for 
the  list  and  Hydeman  gave  it  to  them. 
“He  then  got  in  the  car  and  told  me  he 
was  ticked  off  at  Security.” 

When  asked  about  the  incident, 
Hydeman,  executive  assistant  to  Social 


Vice  Pres.  Gregg  Wright,  said  the  Social 
Office  had  not  anticipated  a  line 
forming  two  days  early.  “It  caught 
everyone  by  surprise,”  he  said. 

“I  went  to  the  Marriott  Center  about 
1 1  p.m.  Thursday  and  started  a  list  to 
organize  the  line  and  avoid  a  mob,” 
Hydeman  said.  “Gregg  came  about  an 
hour  later  and  we  discussed  the 
situation  and  decided  the  Social  Office 
didn’t  want  the  responsibility  for  the 
formation  of  a  line.” 

When  asked  if  the  Social  Office  had 
asked  the  students  in  line  to  leave, 
Wright  said,  “No,  we  went  over  and 
told  them  it  wasn’t  a  sanctioned  line 
from  BYU,  but  they  could  wait  if  they 
wanted.”  The  Social  Office  couldn’t 
guarantee  their  places  in  line,  he  added. 

Hydeman  said,  “Someone  asked  if  we 
were  ordering  them  off  the  grounds  and 
I  said  that  Security  would  have  to  do 
that.  I  can  see  how  the  word  could  be 
misinterpreted  down  the  line.” 

Scott  Williams,  manager  of  special 


events  in  the  Marriott  Center,  said, 
“There  is  no  real  problem  in  forming  a 
line ;  we  just  try  to  move  it  to  a  safe 
point  where  there  are  no  moving 
vehicles.  Primarily  students  are 
cooperative,  and  I  think  they  should  be 
applauded.” 

The  confusion  was  not  the  only  sore 
spot  to  students.  According  to 
Hydeman,  at  10:30  a.m.,  Saturday  a 
student  moved  about  half  a  foot  and 
someone  yelled,  “The  line  is  moving.” 
The  entire  line  then  crowded  to  the 
front. 

Hydeman  said  the  Social  Office 
hadn’t  anticipated  the  line  moving  at 
10:30  a.m.  “Once  we  had  people 
positioned  along  the  line,  it  moved 
well.  We  just  should  have  had  our 
people  there  earlier  to  make  sure 
people  knew  what  was  going  on.” 

In  the  future,  Hydeman  said  the 
Social  Office  would  plan  ahead  so 
everyone  along  the  line  would  be  well 
informed  what  was  going  on. 


Law  school  gains  accreditation 
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Final  accreditation  of  the  J.  Reuben  Clark  Law  School 
was  approved  Monday  by  the  American  Bar  Association  at 
a  meeting  of  the  ABA  House  of  Delegates  in  Seattle,  Pres. 
Dallin  H.  Oaks  announced. 

The  law  school  already  had  received  provisional 
accreditation  from  the  ABA  in  February  1974.  Monday’s 
approval  was  the  final  action  for  full  accreditation. 

Rex  E.  Lee,  dean  of  the  BYU  Law  School,  said  the  ABA 
grants  an  initial  approval  of  a  law  school,  which  entitles  its 
graduates  to  take  the  bar  examinations  in  any  state.  The 
second  stage  or  final  approval  is  considered  after  the 
graduation  of  its  first  class.  BYU  graduated  the  first  law 
class  in  April  1976. 


The  law  school  held  its  first  class  meeting  in  August  1973 
with  lectures  by  Pres.  Oaks,  a  former  law  professor,  and 
President  Marion  G.  Romney,  second  counselor  in  the  First 
Presidency  of  the  LDS  Church,  also  an  attorney.  The  school 
graduated  its  first  class  in  April  1976,  with  146  receiving 
the  juris  doctor  degree  after  three  years  of  study. 

Dean  Lee  reported  that  a  significantly  higher  number  of 
BYU  graduates  have  passed  bar  examinations  than  the 
national  average  and  that  over  90  percent  of  the  graduates 
of  the  first  class  have  already  been  placed  in  law-related 
positions. 

A  member  of  the  charter  class  recently  was  appointed  as 
a  law  clerk  to  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States  Warren  E. 
Burger. 


A  lifetime  security  plan  topped  an 
ambitious  list  of  demands  the 
steelworkers  placed  on  the  bargaining 
table.  Abel  said  the  report  could 
undercut  the  union’s  bargaining 
position. 

The  industry’s  chief  negotiator  did 
not  comment  on  the  specific  proposal, 
but  said  any  significant  wage  and 
benefit  agreement  would  almost 
certainly  result  in  higher  steel  prices. 

J.  Bruce  Johnston,  a  U.S.  Steel  Corp. 
vice  president  who  heads  the  industry 
bargaining  team,  said  labor  costs  are 
“the  fastest  growing  element”  in  steel 
production  and  “certainly  anything  we 
do  with  respect  to  changing  those  costs 
will  have  to  be  properly  reflected  in  the 
price  of  the  product.” 

The  talks,  covering  nearly  340,000 
workers  employed  by  the  nation’s  10 
biggest  steel  producers,  will  be 
conducted  under  a  negotiation 
agreement  that  bans  an  industrywide 
strike  and  provides  instead  for 
arbitration. 

The  companies  are  already 
committed  as  part  of  the  negotiating 
agreement  to  minimum  wage  and  other 
improvements  that  industry  officials 
estimate  will  raise  hourly  employment 
costs  26  per  cent  over  the  life  of  the 
three-year  agreement  to  be  negotiated. 
The  current  contract  expires  July  31. 

Steelworkers  currently  average  $8.11 
an  hour,  plus  fringe  benefits.  They  are

Security  expensive 

The  wage-price  council  repo#  t 
suggested  that  guaranteeing  long-range’ 
job  security  may  be  so  expensive  that 
workers  could  price  themselves  out  of 
the  market.  It  urged  both  labor  and 
management  to  be  preudent  enough  in 
negotiating  job  security  programs  and 
fringe  benefit  packages  to  keep  from 
contributing  to  a  new  surge  in  labor 
costs. 

The  report  was  issued  as  a 
background  assessment  of  1977  wage 
negotiations.  The  council’s  acting 
director,  Robert  Crandall,  said  in  a 
covering  letter  that  “it  does  not 
attempt  to  set  boundaries  for  an 
‘acceptable’  settlement.” 

Abel’s  criticism  was  in  a  letter  to  the 
council  dated  Jan.  20.  Copies  were 
made  available  by  union  officials  after 
negotiations  began.  He  said  the  “main 
message”  of  the  report  was  that 
steelworkers  “already  earn  too  much 
and  do  not  need  and  should  not 
attempt  to  negotiate  an  appropriate 
wage  increase.” 

Neither  Abel  nor  Johnston 
mentioned  the  council  report  at  a  news 
conference  preceding  the  start  of 
bargaining.

U.S.-Mexican  ties  to  increase 


News  editor 
to  give  lecture 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  President 
Carter  vowed  to  strengthen  U.S. 
relations  with  Mexico  on  Monday  as  he 
welcomed  Mexican  President  Jose 
Opeez  Portillo,  the  first  foreign  head  of 
state  to  visit  the  White  House  since 
Carter  assumed  the  presidency. 

“Our  problems  are  mutual.  Our 
future  must  be  shared,”  Carter  said 
during  ceremonies  on  the  White  House 
lawn. 

“I  will  go  even  further  than  is 
required  through  diplomatic 
courtesy  ...  to  tie  our  countries 
together  in  an  unprecedented  and 
continual  demonstration  of  common 
purpose,  common  hope,  common 
confidence  and  common  friendship,” 
Carter  said. 

Lopez  Portillo,  who  promised  “good 
faith  and  good-will,”  told  the  chief 


executive  that  “I’m  certain  we  can 
solve  our  problems  and  consolidate  our 
friendship.” 

The  welcoming  ceremony  was 
marked  by  the  elimination  of  a  few 
frills  that  normally  accompany  the 
arrival  of  a  foreign  head  of  state. 

The  Army  Herald  Trumpeters,  who 
traditionally  play  “Hail  to  the  Chief” 
on  the  President’s  arrival  and  “Ruffles 
and  Flourishes”  when  the  visiting 
dignitary  appears,  were  eliminated, 
along  with  the  tunes.  Also  abolished 
was  the  traditional  march  by  the 
red-coated  Marine  Band  and  a  display 
of  state  and  territorial  flags. 

The  ceremony,  however,  included  a 
21 -gun  salute,  the  playing  of  the 
national  anthems  of  the  United  States 
and  Mexico,  a  review  ,  of  troops  and 
welcoming  speeches.

Singing  and  dancing  mixed  with  movement  and 
enthusiasm  comes  naturally  to  the  BYU,  performing 
group  “Sounds  of  Freedom.” 

Enthusiasm  is  the  predominant  characteristic  of  the 
group,  as  each  member  seems  to  be  having  a  good 
time.  And  enthusiasm  comes  to  members  not  only 
from  sharing  talents,  but  from  knowing  that  they  are 
missionaries  through  song  and  dance. 

“I  feel  like  it’s  a  calling,”  said  Norene  Ray,  member 
of  the  group  who  is  student  teaching  in  Spanish  Fork. 
“I  like  it  because  it’s  influencing  people’s  lives.” 

“Sounds”  director  Randy  Booth  -feels  that 
entertainment  coming  from  “the  Lord’s  university” 
needs  to  reflect  more  than  just  a  shallow  imitation  of 
what  is  currently  hitting  the  charts.  “We  have  very 
talented  kids  here,”  he  said,  “who  could  mimick  the 
music  that  is  going  on  in  the  world  today.  But  our 
challenge  is  to  set  a  style  of  our  own.” 

Sounds  of  Freedom,  according  to  Booth,  is  a 
missionary  tool.  “The  theme  we  convey  in  our 
performances  is  based  on  the  family  and  the  gospel 
plan.” 

Jerry  Allman,  singer  and  dancer  in  Sounds  of 
Freedom,  thinks  that  the  missionary  work  is 
exhEarating.  “In  fact,  he  says,  “it’s  been  better  than 
my  mission.  We  have  been  able  to  reach  so  many 
more  this  way.” 

The  group  has  performed  all  over  the  country  to 
audiences  with  investigators  in  the  crowd  brought  by 
the  members.  Many  referrals  have  come  as  a  result  of 
these  concerts. 

The  “missionary  spirit”  the  group  possesses  comes 
as  a  result  of  a  formula  spelled  “P.  S.  A.” 
prayer— study- action.  Booth  encourages  members 
to  be  spiritually  fit  by  implementing  this  formula  in 
every  part  of  their  life.  Sometimes  when  emotions 
run  high  and  people  are  tired  and  irritable.  Asking 


Members  of  the  group  serve  on  the.  LDS  Church 
Missionary  Committee  and  other  planning  groups. 
Many  firesides  and  meetings  are  held  to  strengthen 
testimonies  of  the  members  of  the  group. 

Through  the  Missionary  Committee’s  efforts, 
students  are  taught  to  be  more  effective  missionaries. 
They  learn  how  to  approach  people  with  the  gospel 
before  and  after  concerts.  They  dress  as  missionaries 
would,  following  grooming  and  dress  standards. 
Members  of  “Sounds”  are  also  encouraged  to  live 
clean  lives  so  they  are  good  examples  and  are  worthy 
to  communicate  the  gospel. 

Each  member  has  his  own  reasons  for  joining 
Sounds  of  Freedom.  All  feel  that  it  is  a  special  calling. 

Michelle  Milne  joined  Sounds  of  Freedom  because 
she  wanted  to  use  her  musical  talent.  “But  ‘Sounds’ 
offers  more  than  that,”  she  said.  “It  offers  a  family  of 
close  friends  and  is  also  a  fun  way  to  spread  the 
gospel.”  Kathy  Kockerhans  heard  Sounds  of  Freedom 
and  knew  she  was  supposed  to  be  a  part  of  the  group, 
“What  a  way  to  preach  the  gospel,”  she  exclaimed. 

Mike  Fames,  who  has  been  in  the  group  three 
weeks,  was  impressed  by  “Sounds”  before  his 
mission.  He  likes  the  fact  that  the  group  is 
missionary-minded  and  so  friendly  and  close. 
“Everyone  has  been  so  kind  in  helping  me  to  learn 
the  program,”  he  says. 

“We’re  like  a  family.”  All  members  of  the  group  are 
surprised  that  they  are  able  to  go  to  school  and, still 
have  time  to  devote  to  the  group.  “You  find  time  to 
organize,”  said  Norene  Ray,  “because  you’re  doing  all 
you  can  and  the  Lord  makes  it  work  out.”  Sounds 
members  put  in  seven  hours  a  week  and  receive 
college  credit.  “Sounds  of  Freedom”  is  currently  on 
tour  in  the  Western  States.

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Y  chemist  to  discuss  discovery 


Dr.  H.  Smith  Broadbent 
...to  speak  on  compound 


A  BYU  professor  who  discovered  a 
new  peculiar  class  of  compound  to  be 
used  in  the  production  of  other  new 
compounds  will  be  the  speaker  at  the 
Sigma  XI  lecture  Tuesday  in  357 
ELWC. 

H.  Smith  Broadbent,  the  Sigma  XI 
recipient  for  the  research  paper  of  the 
month,  will  speak  at  12:10  p.m.  in  357 
ELWC  on  his  discovery  of  the  new  class 
of  Compound  from  the  Heterotricyclic 
System.  The  theme  of  the  lecture  will 
be  “How  Shape  effects  Chemical 
Behavior.” 

According  to  Dr.  Broadbent,  his 
discovery  was  made  when  he  was 
searching  for  compounds  to  be  used  for 
medical  purposes. 

Dr.  Broadbent  said  the  new 
compound  is  of  such  a  peculiar  shape 
that  it  can  be  used  to  find  other 
compounds  that  do  not  fall  under  this 
particular  shape.  “We  are  still  studying 
the  -  Chemical  properties  of  this 


compound  to  make  other  analogous 
compounds  to  help  us  understand  its 
properties  better,”  he  said. 

“We  don’t  have  much  information  on 
the  new  compound,  because  it’s  such  a 
new  idea.” 

According  to  Sigma  XI  Pres.  K.  Le 
Roi  Nelson,  the  BYU  chapter  has  been 
awarding  the  best  research  paper  of  the 
month  award  to  physical,  biological 
and  social  science  faculty  for  the  past 
three  years. 

He  said  the  paper  is  submitted  to  a 
committee  of  three  faculty  members 
from  each  of  the  departments  and  the 
best  research  paper  is  chosen  for  the 
month. 

“There  are  around  100  faculty 
members  who  are  potential  candidates 
each  month,”  Nelson  said,  “and  submit 
their  research  to  the  comtnittee.” 

A  display  is  set  up  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library 
showing  how  the  research  has  gone  so , 


far  and  models  of  the  compounds, 
Nelson  said. 

Dr.  Broadbent  received  his  B.S.  in 
chemistry  from  BYU  in  1942  and  his 
Ph.D.  in  organic  chemistry  from  Iowa 
State  University  in  1946.  He  has  been 
teaching  at  BYU  since  1947. 

He  has  received  the  Maeser  Teaching 
Excellence  Award  in  1968  and  the 
Maeser  Research  Award  in  1970.  Dr. 
Broadbent  has  also  served  on  the 
accreditation  committee  of  the 
Northwest  Association,  of  Secondary 
and  Higher  Schools  and  evaluation 
panels  of  the  National  Science 
Foundation. 

Nelson  said  Dr.  Broadbent  has  been 
group  leader  of  the  Medicinal 
Chemistry,  Schering  Corp.  from 
1958-63.  He  was  also  visiting  scientist 
for  C.F.  Kettering  Laboratories  in 
1962-63  and  visiting  research  scientist 
for  Eastman  Kodak  Laboratories  from 
1970-71.

Golfers  2nd  to  OSU

In  its  first  start  of  the  1977  season,  the  BYU  golf 
team  finished  second  to  Oklahoma  State  in  the  Pan 
American  Universities  tournament  in  Monterrey, 
Mexico. 

Entered  against  a  strong  field,  including  Houston, 
Oklahoma,  Louisiana  State,  Texas,  Oral  Roberts  and 
four  Mexican  schools,  the  Cougars  finished  with  a 
combined  team  score  of  894  compared  to  OSU’s 
winning  effort  of  859. 

According  to  golf  Coach  Karl  Tucker,  the 


domination  of  the  tournament  by  Oklahoma  State 
included  three  of  their  players  placing  1-2-3  in  the 
individual  standings.  “Where  our  team  shot  an  average 
of  75  the  first  day  for  a  300  total,  OSU  shot  six 
under  par  and  took  a  commanding  18-shot  lead.” 

The  Cougars  arrived  in  Monterrey  early  enough  for 
three  days  of  practice,  but  found  inclement  weather 
fouling  up  their  preparation.  “The  tournament  itself 
is  played  over  a  very  demanding  golf  course  which  is 
very  tight,  and  the  greens  hard  to  putt,  but  when  we 
arrived  to  practice,  it  rained  for  three  days,  and 
everything  was  wet  and  mushy,”  Tucker  said.

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Miners  retain  crown 
in  WAC  indoor  meet 


ALBUQUERQUE  -  The  University 
of  Texas  El  Paso  captured  its  fourth 
straight  WAC  Indoor  Track  title  over 
the  weekend,  while  BYU’s  fourth  place 
finish  was  its  most  disappointing  ever 
in  the-competition. 

UTEP  and  BYU  have  traditionally 
been  the  top  two  squads  in  the  WAC 
indoor.  The  Miners  continued  their 
dominance  of  the  two-day  meet,  piling 
up  153  points  to  out  distance  second 
place  Arizona  State,  which  had  98 
points.  New  Mexico  edged  BYIJ  for 
third  with  8 1 . 

BYU’s  7914  points  were  good  for 
fourth  and  the  worst  finish  ever  for  the 
Cougars. 

But  going  into  the  meet,  BYU  Coach 
Clarence  Robison  predicted  UTEP 
would  be  the  team,  to  beat,  with  some 
tough  competition  coming  from  ASU. 

The  Sun  Devils  put  a  scare  into  the 
defending  champs,  taking  the  lead 
temporarily  halfway  through  the  second 
day. 

ASU’s  Herman  Frazier  won  the 
440-yard  dash  and  was  second  to 
teammate  Steve  Williams  in  the  60-yard 
dash.  Frazier  anchored  a  WAC 
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record-setting  mile  relay  team  which 
won  in  3: 13.27. 

However,  this  was  not  enough  to 
combat  ,  the  Miners,  who  grabbed  eight 
first-place  finishes.  Patrict  Abada  won 
the  pole  vault  with  a  WAC  record  vault, 
and  Wilson  Waigwa  won  both  the  mile 
and  two-mile  events.  Hans  Almstrom 
won  the  shot  put,  edging  out  BYU’s 
Per  Nilsson,  who  finished  second  with  a 
toss  of  60-414. 

BYU  was  led  by  Luis  Hernandez, 
who  won  the  three-mile  with  a  new 
WAC  record'  in  13:34.9.  He  was  also 
second  in  the  two-mile. 

Henry  Marsh  contributed  to  the 
Cougars’  point  total  with  a  third  in  the 
mile  and  a  fourth  in  the  two-mile.  Rick 
Barrett  tied  for  second  in  the  high 
jump,  and  Jay  Woods  was  fourth  in  the 
mile.  Jim  Barry  took  fourth  in  the  pole 
vault  and  Jouko  Tokkoren  was  fourth 
in  the  60-yard  hurdles.  The  relay  teams 
were  second  in  the  distance  medley, 
third  in  the  mile  and  fourth  in  the 
two-mile. 

Rounding  out  the  team  finishes  was 
Colorado  State  in  fifth  with  45, 
followed  by  Utah,  3414,  Arizona  26 
and  Wyoming  9.

BYU  won  six  matches  and  lost  only 
one  during  the  tournament.  Included  in 
these  were  two  wins  over  the  eventual 
champions  from  Long  Beach. 

The  tournament  was  split  into  two 
pools  with  BYU  winning  its  pool  and 
Salt  Lake  YMCA  winning  the  other 
pool. 


After  the  pool  competition  BYU  had 
to  take  on  the  second-place  team  from 
the  other  pool,  which  was  the  only 
match  that  they  lost  in  the 
competition.  The  Long  Beach  club 
which  finished  second  in  the  Cougars’ 
pool  beat  the  Salt  Lake  YMCA  and 
then  beat  Oly’s  Hero’s  in  the  finals. 

Commenting  on  the  tournament, 
Coach  Carl  McGown  said,  “We  played 
very  well,  we’re  making  lots  of 
progress.  We’re  playing  good  teams  and 
that  is  giving  us  some  much  needed 
experience.” 

About  the  loss  McGown  said,  “Our 
boys  started  worrying  too  much  about 
the  refereeing  and  lost  their 
concentration. 

“Overall  though,  I  am  pleased  with 
the  way  we  played.” 

The  Cougars’  next  action  will  be  this 
weekend  when  they  host  their  own 
tournament  on  Saturday.

7-2.  The  women’s  track 
team  also  saw  weekend 
action  as  it  placed  third 
in  the  Idaho  State  Indoor 
Invitational. 

Going  into  Saturday’s 
game  with  Utah  State, 
BYU  and  the  Aggies  were 
tied  for  second  in  the 
conference  behind  Utah. 
However  the  Cougars, 
behind  30  points  from 
Terrie  McAdam,  dumped 
Utah  State  85-79. 

The  Cougars  took  the 
lead  early  in  the  first  half 
and  held  it  until  Utah 
State  tied  the  game  in 
the  second  half  at  64-all.

In  Friday’s  game  BYU 
beat  Weber  State  87-82 
at  Ogden.  Diana 
Lemmon  lead  the 
Cougars  with  18  points. 
Terrie  McAdam  and  Tina 
Gunn  added  17  points 
each,  and  Miss  Gunn 
collected  15  rebounds. 

BYU  scored  58  points 


to  edge  the  University  of 
Washington  by  two 
points  for  third  place  in 
the  track  meet  held 
Saturday  at  Pocatello, 
Idaho. 

Colorado  State  took 
first  place  with  132 
points,  followed  by 
Idaho  State  with  64. 

The  Cougars  could 
muster  only  one 
first-place  finish  as  the 
team  of  Marti  Chadwick, 
Diane  Clay,  Lisa  Bailey 
and  Maria  Garcia  won 
the  880-yard  relay.
